The  annual  business  meeting  of  the  American  Pu¬ 
rity  Alliance  was  held  in  the  United  Charities  Building, 
New  York,  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  February  18th.  The 
annual  report  was  read  and  adopted,  and  is  published 
herewith.  The  Treasurer’s  report  was  presented  and 
read  as  audited,  and  is  published  on  page  20. 

The  officers  for  1895  as  given  on  pages  5  and  G„ 
were  re-elected  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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TWENTIETH  ANNUAL  REFORT. 

The  year  1895  will  be  memorable  in  the  history  of 
the  work  of  the  American  Purity  Alliance  as  the  one 
in  which  the  National  Purity  Congress  was  held  under 
its  auspices,  at  Baltimore,  Maryland.  It  was  assuming 
much  responsibility,  financially  and  otherwise,  to  test 
the  growth  of  the  Purity  crusade  by  the  calling  of  such 
a  Congress.  But  faith  was  justified  by  sight.  The  re¬ 
sponses  by  those  who  accepted  invitations  to  present 
papers  or  make  addresses,  and  the  large  audiences  that 
gathered  at  the  seven  successive  sessions  of  the  Con¬ 
gress  were  evidence  that  the  time  had  come  for  thus  im¬ 
pressing  the  claims  of  the  Purity  Movement  upon  the 
American  public. 

We  are  much  indebted  to  the  excellent  reports 
which  were  given  in  the  Press,  for  the  extended  influ¬ 
ence  the  Congress  had  upon  the  country.  We  would 
also  record  the  thanks  due  to  the  Religious  Society  of 
Friends  at  Baltimore  for  hospitably  welcoming  us  to 
their  commodious  Park  Avenue  Meeting-house,  and 
aiding  in  other  ways  to  lessen  the  burden  of  labor  and 
expense  incurred.  We  would  give  due  and  grateful 
recognition  likewise  to  those  who  contributed  papers  or 
addresses,  and  to  all  who  helped  by  their  presence  to 
give  the  spiritual  uplift  of  thought  which  was  so  marked 
-a  characteristic  of  those  memorable  gatherings.

The  work  of  preserving  in  a  volume  the  papers  and 
addresses  of  this  Congress  for  library  use,  public  and 
private,  was  an  after  thought,  and  was  undertaken  at 
the  request  of  many  who  felt  that  it  was  very  important 
thus  to  crystalize  in  permanent  form  an  occasion  which 
had  convened  so  marked  a  company  of  able  specialists  to 
discuss  the  various  phases  of  this  difficult  social  problem 
from  maijy  standpoints.

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At  the  Baltimore  Congress  and  also  at  the  three 
Conferences  that  succeeded  it,  many  religious,  charita¬ 
ble  and  reformatory  organizations  responded  to  our  in¬ 
vitation  to  send  delegates  and  were  represented,  either 
officially  or  unofficially,  thus  manifesting  an  earnest 
interest  in  the  cause.  We  would  extend  to  all  such  our 
grateful  appreciation  of  this  co-operation.  It  strength¬ 
ened  very  much  all  the  gatherings. 

Preceding  the  Baltimore  Congress,  as  also  the  Con¬ 
ferences,  circulars  were  sent,  in  the  name  of  the  Alliance, 
to  clergymen  of  the  different  cities,  calling  their  attention 
to  the  claims  of  the  movement  it  represented,  and  in¬ 
viting  them  to  emphasize  a  Purity  Sunday  by  preaching 
upon  the  theme. 

LITERATURE. 

These  meetings  in  the  several  cities  have  been 
valuable  occasions  in  extending  the  circulation  of  our 
leaflet  literature.  The  reform  we  seek  must  be  based 
on  an  intelligent  understanding  of  the  conditions  that 
call  for  it;  and  hence  there  must  be  a  continual  turning 
on  of  the  light  through  the  agency  of  the  types.  We 
thus  reach  people  who  will  read  in  the  printed  page 
what  they  are  not  sufficiently  interested  in  to  be  drawn 
to  the  public  meeting  to  hear.  We  have  many  evidences 
that  the  last  of  our  leaflet  series,  the  “  Medical  Declara¬ 
tion  Concerning  Chastity,”  signed  by  many  New  York 
physicians,  has  done  great  good.  It  is  as  follows : 

MEDICAL  DECLARATION  CONCERNING  CHASTITY. 

In  view  of  the  widespread  suffering,  physical  disease,  deplor¬ 
able  hereditary  results,  and  moral  deterioration,  inseparable  from 
unchaste  living,  the  undersigned,  members  of  the  medical  profes- 
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sion,  of  New  York  and  vicinity,  unite  in  declaring  it  as  our  opinion 
that  chastity, — a  pure,  continent  life,  for  both  sexes, — is  consonant 
with  the  best  conditions  of  physical,  mental  and  moral  health . 

There  is  no  stronger  evidence  of  the  need  of  a 
Purity  Crusade  than  that  such  testimony  is  essential  to 
counteract  the  pernicious  theories  as  to  the  necessity  of 
vice  which  lead  so  many  into  immoral  habits. 

The  Philadelphia  Purity  Alliance  has  secured  a 
valuable  list  of  names  of  the  physicians  of  that  city  to 
the  same  Declaration,  adding  thereby  weighty  testimony. 
We  would  suggest  to  purity  workers  all  over  the  country 
the  importance  of  duplicating  this  effort  in  other  cities. 
This  is  affirmative  work  of  the  best  kind  which  is  greatly 
needed. 

The  American  Purity  Alliance  is  now  preparing  to 
publish  an  influential  Ministerial  Declaration,  protesting 
against  the  passage  of  any  law  to  localize  or  license 
social  vice. 

The  assurances  that  have  come  to  us  of  the  good 
that  has  been  done  by  such  affirmative  teaching  as  our 
literature  gives,  in  behalf  of  pure,  chaste  living,  has  led 
us  to  increase  our  efforts  in  this  direction.  The  Phil¬ 
anthropist,  which  for  a  decade  has  been  our  medium  of 
communication  with  our  constituents,  widely  scattered 
over  the  country,  has  been  doubled  in  size  and  its  use¬ 
fulness  much  increased  thereby. 

We  have  printed  during  the  year  something  over 
half  a  million  pages  of  literature.  The  interest  awak¬ 
ened  by  the  holding  of  the  Congress  and  the  succeeding 
Conferences  has  largely  increased  our  correspondence, 
which  has  aggregated  over  two  thousand  letters,  and 
made  more  clerical  assistance  a  necessity. 
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REGULATION  PROPAG  ANDISM.

Over  twenty  years’  experience  in  thwarting  the 
schemes  of  those  who  seek  to  fasten  the  Old  World  system* 
of  licensed  prostitution  upon  this  country  has  led  us  to 
look  for  renewed  attempts  periodically.  The  past  year 
has  been  no  exception  to  this  rule.  In  New  York  city 
a  bill  was  prepared  and  published  by  an  organization 
misnamed  “Law  and  Order  Society”  which  was  orga-* 
nized  for  this  purpose,  asking  that  social  vice  be  local¬ 
ized  and  licensed.  The  American  Purity  Alliance 
promptly  sent  the  following  protest  to  the  Legislature 
at  Albany: 

To  the  Senate  and  Assembly  of  the  State  of  New  York: 

The  American  Purity  Alliance,  among  the  objects  of  which 
are  “  the  repression  of  vice  and  the  prevention  of  its  regulation  by 
the  State,”  respectfully  and  earnestly  protests  against  the  passage 
by  your  honorable  body  of  any  law  to  “  license,”  “regulate,”  or 
‘ 1  district  ”  social  vice ;  and  it  deplores  recent  published  declarations 
by  sundry  members  of  the  Legislature  in  favor  of  such  proposed  leg¬ 
islation.  We  furthermore  respectfully  represent  that  legalization  or 
license  would  be  morally  wrong,  cruel  and  unjust  to  women,  de¬ 
grading  to  men,  a  peril  to  the  public  health,  and  a  menace  to  the 
home,  society  and  the  State. 

Such  was  the  opposition  aroused  by  our  Alliance, 
the  Woman’s  Christian  Temperance  Union  and  other 
kindred  organizations,  that  it  failed  to  find  a  champion 
in  the  Legislature,  openly  to  espouse  it.  Again  this 
Winter  the  same  effort  is  revived.  There  are  many  who 
would  like  to  see  such  legislation  secured.  Some  heart¬ 
lessly,  as  a  commercial  interest  to  give  a  legal  status  to 
houses  of  immorality;  others  honestly  deluded  to  believe 
that  there  is  some  measure  of  useful  restraining  power 
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in  the  method.  It  is  the  latter  whom  we  have  most  to 
fear  and  for  whom  we  must  show  the  moral  peril  and 
the  injustice  involved. 

But  we  have  to  remember  that,  although  we  prevent 
the  acknowledged  legalization  of  this  vice,  there  exists 
in  all  our  large  cities  much  tolerated  vice,  which  will 
continue  intrenched  in  this  toleration  by  police  officials, 
while  the  thought  of  the  community  accepts  and  con¬ 
dones  it  as  a  necessity.  Our  laws  forbid  the  existence 
of  houses  of  immorality,  yet  if  you  seek  to  make  a  tour 
of  investigation  of  them  you  ask  the  guardians  of  law, 
the  police,  to  escort  you.  It  is  futile  to  blame  the 
police  alone.  They  know  they  are  tacitly  expected,  by 
the  consensus  of  public  opinion  which  gives  them  their  po¬ 
sition,  to  tolerate  a  certain  amount  of  this  iniquity.  The 
remedy  lies  in  a  deeper  radical  reform  of  public  opinion, 
and  for  this  we  labor.  The  extension  of  the  White  Cross 
principles  among  men  must  be  an  important  factor  in 
this  reform. 

PROTECTION  FOR  GIRLHOOD. 

During  the  year  we  have  again  secured  an  official 
statement,  as  given  by  the  secretaries  of  the  several 
States  of  the  Union,  concerning  the  age  of  consent  laws. 
As  a  result  we  present  the  following: 

In  four  States — Mississippi,  North  Carolina,  South 
Carolina  and  Alabama — the  Age  of  Consent  is  fixed  at 
the  shockingly  low  age  of  ten  years.  In  four  States — 
Kentucky,  Virginia,  Nevada  and  West  Virginia — the  age 
is  fixed  at  twelve  years.  In  three  States — New  Hamp¬ 
shire,  Utah  and  Iowa — at  thirteen  years.  In  the  State 
of  Maryland,  in  Maine,  in  Vermont,  in  Indiana,  in  North 
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Dakota,  in  Georgia,  in  Illinois  and  in  California  at  four¬ 
teen  years.  In  Nebraska  and  Texas  the  age  limit  is  fif¬ 
teen  years.  In  New  Jersey,  in  Massachusetts, in  Michigan, 
Montana,  South  Dakota,  Oregon,  Rhode  Island,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  and  the  District  of  Columbia  the  age  is  sixteen 
years.  In  Tennessee  sixteen  years  and  one  day.  In 
Florida  seventeen  years.  In  New  York,  Kansas,  Wyo¬ 
ming  and  Colorado  eighteen  years.  In  Delaware  the 
original  statute  pertaining  to  the  crime  of  rape  is  still 
unrepealed,  fixing  the  age  at  seven  years,  but  the  last 
Legislature  passed  an  amended  act  which,  practically,  is 
designed  to  extend  legal  protection  in  that  State  to 
young  girls  to  the  limit  of  eighteen  years. 

There  is  urgent  need  of  added  legislation  to  more 
adequately  protect  minors  of  both  sexes  against  sexual 
defilement.  The  Alliance  has  under  consideration,  in 
connection  with  a  committee  of  jurists,  a  measure  to 
meet  this  need. 

THE  OUTLOOK. 

Considering  the  Purity  Movement  broadly  we  may 
properly  be  cheered  by  the  growth  of  its  power.  The 
Woman’s  Christian  Temperance  Union,  through  its 
Purity  department,  is  enlightening  many  mothers  and 
making  itself  felt  in  behalf  of  the  demand  for  the  pro¬ 
tection  needed  for  exposed  girlhood.  Other  Purity  and 
White  Cross  organizations  are  working  on  their  special 
lines  and  each  will  reach  new  centres  and  widen  the  in¬ 
terest  in  the  cause. 

THE  INTERNATIONAL  FEDERATION. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic  the  International 
Federation  continues  its  important  work  with  steady 
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purpose  and  uncompromising  principles.  Its  annual 
Conference  held  the  past  Summer  in  Colmar,  Germany, 
brought  together  a  large  company  of  philanthropic  men 
and  women  and  gave  a  strong  added  impetus  to  the 
movement  for  the  entire  abolition  of  State  regulated 
vice.  The  President  of  the  American  Purity  Alliance 
forwarded  a  letter  which  was  read  to  the  Conference, 
and  America  was  ably  and  effectively  represented  by 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  Wheeler  Andrew  and  Dr.  Kate  C.  Bush- 
nell  of  Chicago. 

THE  FUTURE. 

Much  as  there  is  to  encourage  in  this  outlook  we 
cannot  ignore  the  gravity  of  the  obstacles  against  which 
the  Purity  movement  has  to  contend.  The  painful 
phases  of  the  evil  to  be  combatted,  from  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  which  there  is  naturally  much  shrinking;  the 
power  which  this  gives  to  evil  doers,  who  might  other¬ 
wise  have  more  need  to  fear  exposure ;  the  assumed  im¬ 
possibility  of  lifting  humanity  from  the  thraldom  of 
passion;  the  causes  that  make  dependent  women  a  prey 
for  the  traders  in  vice ;  the  increased  facilities  for  prose¬ 
cuting  the  unholy  traffic  in  girlhood ;  the  multiplication 
of  books  that  are  designed  to  poison  the  thoughts  of  the 
innocent  as  a  preparation  for  their  easy  fall  into  tempta¬ 
tion;  these  are  some  of  the  things  to  be  confronted  in 
the  effort  to  gain  a  regenerated  state  of  our  social  life. 

The  American  Purity  Alliance  has  been  able  to  do 
what  it  has  in  the  past  because  of  the  moral  and  financial 
support  it  has  had  from  a  constituency  of  earnest  men 
and  women.  It  appeals  to  men  and  women  jointly  to 
feel  the  responsibility  of  this  work,  and  it  acknowledges 
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gratefully  the  contributions  that  have  come  to  its  treas¬ 
ury  from  the  members  and  friends  of  the  organization. 

It  will  be  seen  that  we  have  to  report  a  large  increase 
in  our  work  and  consequently  an  increase  also  in  our  ex¬ 
penses.  We  must  appeal,  therefore,  to  those  who  value 
this  service,  and  who  would  not  have  it  languish  for  fail¬ 
ure  of  support,  that  they  not  only  continue  their  own 
co-operation  but  help  what  they  can  to  interest  others 
to  be  sharers  in  it.

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*THE  AMERICAN  PURITY  ALLIANCE  AND 

ITS  WORK.

The  nucleus  of  the  American  Purity  Alliance  was 
formed  in  the  summer  of  1876  and  was  then  called  the 
New  York  Committee  for  the  Prevention  of  State 
Regulation  of  Vice.  The  revered  Abby  Hopper 
Gibbons,  a  daughter  of  Isaac  T.  Hopper,  was  its  presi¬ 
dent.  It  was  organized  in  response  to  an  appeal  that 
came  to  us  from  the  International  Federation  for  the 
Abolition  of  State  Regulation  of  Vice,  of  which  a 
venerable  and  influential  English  physician,  Dr.  J. 
Birkbeck  Nevins,  of  Liverpool,  is  President,  Pro¬ 
fessor  James  Stuart,  M.  P.,  of  London,  is  Honorary 
Secretary,  and  the  honored  and  beloved  Josephine  E. 
Butler  of  England  was  and  is  the  inspired  and 
inspiring  leader.  The  delegates  sent  over  by  the 
Federation  were  the  Rev.  J.  P.  Gledstone,  of  London, 
and  Henry  J.  Wilson,  M.  P.,  of  Sheffield.  The  winter 
previous  to  their  arrival,  some  of  us  in  New  York 
had  been  active  in  protesting  against  an  attempt, 
in  our  Legislature,  to  introduce  the  immoral 
system  of  legalized  vice.  We  were  therefore  better 
prepared  to  welcome  the  message  of  warning  which

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they  brought,  and  which  it  was  their  great  concern  to 
have  widely  extended  in  our  country.  They  had  good 
evidence  that  it  was  the  purpose  of  the  Regulationists 
abroad  to  extend  the  system  internationally,  and  the 
issues  involved  were  then  little  understood  here  in 
America. 

They  left  some  of  their  literature  for  us  to  circu¬ 
late,  which  we  did  to  the  best  of  our  ability.  But  we 

soon  found  that  we  needed  to  publish  for  ourselves 
what  was  specially  suitable  for  local  needs,  as  it 
required  constant  watchfulness  to  thwart  the  schemes  of 
those  who  were  persistently  plotting  to  obtain  the 
obnoxious  legislation. 

We  gave  no  strength  to  organization;  we  simply 
worked  on  from  year  to  year,  doing  what  we  could,  not 
anticipating  so  long  a  service.  But  the  work  grew  and 
enlarged  upon  our  hands.  Through  our  publications, 
our  constituency,  not  large  in  numbers,  but  choice  in 
moral  quality,  extended  in  most  of  the  States  of  the 
Union.  Still  we  were  not  in  a  concentrated,  form  to 
gain  the  strength  we  needed  from  them,  and  a  year  ago 
we  broadened  our  basis  and  took  the  name  of  The 
American  Purity  Alliance,  hoping  thereby  to  do  more 
and  better  work,  and  to  come  in  closer  touch  with  our 
allies  and  supporters. 

While  our  first  active  efforts  were  directed  against 
the  attempted  legalization  of  vice,  it  soon  became 
apparent  that  this  was  but  a  symptom  of  a  deep  seated 
disease  in  the  body  politic,  which  could  not  be  cured 
without  constitutional  treatment;  and  that  the  people 
must  be  made  to  understand  the  need  of  it. 
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We  have  had  our  rescue  homes,  and  alas!  there  are 
never  enough  of  them,  but  there  has  been  too  little 
rescue  work  done  for  fallen  men.  We  must  plead  for 
justice  as  well  as  mercy,  and  bear  a  united  protest 
against  the  double  standard  of  morality — one  for 
women,  quite  another  for  men. 

Let  us,  by  all  means,  multiply  our  rescue  homes, 
opening  doors  of  hope  for  the  sinning  woman  bearing 
for  her  the  message  : 

“  O,  wronged  and  scarred  and  stained  with  ill, 

Behold  thou  art  a  woman  still  !  ”  . 

But  let  us  not  forget  that  the  appeal  we  make  to 
her  womanhood  needs  also  to  be  made  to  the  fallen  man, 
in  pity  as  well  as  condemnation,  for  the  honor  of  his 
manhood. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  the  American  Purity  Alliance 
to  impress  the  thought  upon  society  that  it  is  a  grave 
injustice  to  boys  to  allow  them  to  be  weighted  with  the 
belief,  in  their  struggles  with  temptation,  that  they  can¬ 
not  live  as  pure  a  life  as  their  sisters.  When  they  are 
taught  to  resent  such  a  view  as  an  insult  to  true  man¬ 
hood,  temptations  to  impurity  will  lose  much  of  their 
power.  We  live  according  to  our  ideals  and  wrong 
thinking  results  in  wrong  action. 

Many  a  man  mourns  in  secret  to-day  over  blemishes 
of  impurity  left  on  his  soul  in  boyhood,  because  he  was 
not  helped  to  believe  in  his  higher  and  nobler  self.  The 
best  atonement  for  such  regrets  may  be  found  in  service 
to  save  others  from  like  transgressions. 

While,  therefore,  it  is  the  mission  of  the  American 
Purity  Alliance  to  help  to  redeem  fallen  womanhood,  it 
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has  a  special  concern,  as  the  best  safeguard  for  girlhood, 
to  save  boyhood  and  manhood  from  the  false  and  God¬ 
less  doctrines  which  tempt  to  the  sacrifice  of  purity  and 
make  a  victim  class  of  women  enslaved  to  vice, 
possible. 

We  charge  upon  this  dual  standard  of  morals  the 
need  we  see  for  legislative  reform,  especially  for  the 
protection  of  the  young  of  both  sexes.  Only  a  few, 
comparatively,  realize  the  nature  of  the  “age  of  con¬ 
sent  ”  laws,  so  called  in  legal  phrase,  by  which  the  plea 
of  the  consent  of  a  mere  child  of  ten  years  to  her  own 
ruin,  may  shield  her  betrayer  from  punishment.  Much 
ready  sympathy  is  expressed  by  those  who  can  be 
reached  when  this  is  explained,  but  it  does  not  prove  an 
easy  task  to  move  legislative  bodies  to  change  the  legal 
code  ;  or  to  secure  convictions  when  it  is  changed.  It 
will  take  time  and  persistent  effort  ;  and  it  needs  the 
concentrated  power  of  organization. 

Many  are  the  individual  expressions  of  interest  that 
come  to  us  from  all  parts  of  the  country  when  the 
injustice  of  the  double  standard  of  morality  is  pro¬ 
claimed,  showing  how  hearts  are  burdened  and 
oppressed  by  it  and  how  much  the  promulgation  of  a 
better  gospel  is  desired.  Individual  testimony  is  valu¬ 
able,  but  a  united  protest  will  reach  farther,  and  the 
propagandists  of  evil  will  feel  in  it  a  power  that  can 
resist  their  stratagems,  and  hear  in  it  a  voice  that  speaks 
for  the  voiceless,  and  for  those  who  are  made  an  easy 
prey  because  of  their  dependence. 

Any  person  who  approves  these  principles  may 
become  a  member  of  the  Alliance  by  the  payment  of 
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$1.00  a  year;  be  entitled  to  vote  at  its  meetings,  and  to 
receive  its  annual  report.  We  invite  memberships 
from  all  parts  of  the  country  of  those  interested  in  the 
, promotion  of  its  work. 

We  have  relied  largely  on  the  types  for  the  dis¬ 
semination  of  our  principles.  The  Alliance  publishes 
The  Philanthropist,  a  monthly  periodical  devoted  to 
the  promotion  of  purity,  the  better  protection  of  the 
young,  the  repression  of  vice  and  the  prevention  of  its 
regulation  by  the  state.  Its  price  is  $1.00  per  year. 
Our  leaflet  literature  covers  the  various  phases  of  this 
painful  social  problem.  It  is  designed  to  reach  and 
elevate  public  sentiment  ;  to  gain  a  regeneration  of 
thought  on  these  matters,  and  to  inspire  an  affirmative 
faith  in  the  possibilities  of  chastity  as  a  basis  for  the 
reform  needed  in  all  ranks  of  life. 

While  the  police  and  citizens  alike  choose  to  assume 
ignorance  of  the  existence  of  the  up-town  house  of  sin 
and  its  patronage  from  fashionable  circles,  little  can  be 
gained,  in  the  advancement  of  good  morals,  by  raiding 
the  low  dens  of  debauchery  in  the  slums.  Therefore, 
while  we  aim  to  do  all  we  can  to  secure  repressive 
measures,  we  realize  that  our  movement  must  be  educa¬ 
tional  and  preventive  in  a  specific,  radical  sense  to  be 
permanently  effective. 

We  need  jurors  who  have  been  trained  in  White 
Cross  Societies,  and  we  expect,  in  time,  to  have  them. 
Our  faith  is  primarily  in  the  higher  law  engraven  on  the 
hearts  of  men  and  women  alike. 

This  may  seem  to  some  Eutopian,  but  look¬ 
ing  back  only  a  few  years,  we  see  marked  evidences  of 
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progress,  and  great  cause  for  encouragement  to  hold  up 
these  principles.  . 

No  thoughtful  student  of  this  movement  can  fail  to 
see  how  it  is  forcing  itself  upon  the  consideration  of 
those  who  have  heretofore  ignored  it  altogether.  The 
silence  of  centuries  is  being  broken.  Women  with  men 
are  watching  legislation  to  secure  moral  safeguards 
never  understood  in  times  past.  All  this  represents 
that  agitation  of  thought  which  must  precede  any 
great  reformation. 

We  can  each  bear  some  part  in  the  important  work 
to  be  done. 
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Constitution  of  the  American  purity 

ALLIANCE. 


In  view  of  the  wide-spread  suffering,  physical  disease,  deplor¬ 
able  hereditary  results,  degradation  of  manhood  and  womanhood, 
and  the  peril  to  the  home,  society  and  the  State  involved  in  the 
prevalent  immorality,  we  do  hereby  agree,  with  a  prayerful  re¬ 
liance  upon  Divine  aid,  to  form  ourselves  into  an  association,  to  be 
governed  by  the  following  Constitution : 

Article  I.  This  association  shall  be  called  the  American 
Purity  Alliance. 

Article  II.  The  objects  of  this  Alliance  are  the  repression 
of  vice,  the  prevention  of  its  regulation  by  the  State,  the  better 
protection  of  the  young,  the  rescue  of  the  fallen,  the  extension  of 
the  White  Cross  among  men,  and  to  maintain  the  law  of  purity 
as  equally  binding  upon  men  and  women. 

Article  III.  Any  person  who  consents  to  the  principles  of 
this  constitution,  and  who  contributes  annually  one  dollar  or  more 
to  its  funds,  may  be  a  member  of  this  Alliance,  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  vote  at  the  meetings. 

Article  IV.  The  officers  of  this  Alliance  shall  be  a  president, 
vice-presidents,  a  recording  secretary,  a  corresponding  secretary, 
a  treasurer,  and  an  executive  committee,  to  consist  of  the  presi¬ 
dent,  secretaries,  treasurer,  and  not  less  than  five  additional 
members;  and  a  general  council  of  twenty  or  more  members. 

Article  V.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to 
enact  their  own  by-laws,  fill  any  vacancy  in  their  body,  and  in  the 
offices  of  secretary  and  treasurer,  direct  the  treasurer  in  the  appli¬ 
cation  of  all  moneys,  and  call  special  meetings  of  the  Alliance. 
They  shall  make  arrangements  for  all  meetings,  and  make  an 
annual  written  report  of  their  doings,  and  of  the  expenditures  and 
funds  of  the  Alliance. 
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Article  VI.  The  president  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Alliance,  or  in  his  absence,  one  of  the  vice-presidents,  or  in 
their  absence,  a  president  pro-tem.  The  corresponding  secretary 
shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Alliance.  The  recording 
secretary  shall  notify  all  meetings  of  the  Alliance  and  of  the  execu¬ 
tive  committee,  and  shall  keep  records  of  the  same.  The  treasurer 
shall  receive  the  subscriptions,  make  payments  at  the  direction  of 
the  executive  committee,  and  present  a  written  and  audited 
account  to  accompany  the  annual  report.  The  duties  of  members 
of  the  general  council  shall  be  advisory,  in  connection  with  the 
executive  committee,  to  advise  and  inform  the  latter  as  to  the 
condition,  progress  and  needs,  legislative  and  otherwise,  of  the 
cause  of  Parity  in  their  respective  States  and  localities. 

Article  VII.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Alliance  shall  be 
held  each  year  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  executive  committee 
may  direct,  when  the  accounts  of  the  treasurer  shall  be  pre¬ 
sented,  the  annual  report  read,  appropriate  addresses  delivered, 
the  officers  chosen,  and  such  other  business  transacted  as  shall  be 
deemed  expedient. 

Article  VIII.  Any  Purity  or  White  Cross  association  founded 
on  the  same  principles  may  become  auxiliary  to  this  Alliance,  by 
contributing  annually  the  sum  of  five  dollars  to  its  treasury.  The 
officers  of  each  auxiliary  association  shall  be  ex-officio  members  of 
this  organization,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  deliberate  and  vote  in 
the  transactions  of  its  concerns. 

Article  IX.  This  constitution  may  be  amended,  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Alliance,  by  a  vote  of  the  members  present,  pro¬ 
vided  the  amendments  proposed  have  been  previously  submitted, 
in  writing,  to  the  executive  committee.

That  the  particular  business  and  objects  of  such  society  are 
to  disseminate  literature  and  to  hold  public  meetings  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  securing  more  adequate  legal  protection  of  females  under 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years  from  immoral  lives,  and  to  urge  the 
enactment  of  such  laws  as  will  the  more  effectually  secure  such 
protection,  and  to  urge  and  secure  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  to 
prevent  the  social  evil  among  such  females,  and  also  to  extend  aid 
and  encouragement  in  the  way  of  rescuing  victims  of  social  vice 
and  in  providing  them  with  suitable  homes  and  employment.
